REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art is not 
seen to teach or fairly suggest methods of treating Parkinson's disease with the claimed 
compounds. The art teaches these compounds are effective in inhibiting platelet aggregation (see 
Blache et al), but the art also teaches that Parkinson's patients have decreased platelet 
aggregation (See Sharma et al. attached), as such, a skilled artisan would not find it obvious to 
treat a disease which is taught to have decreased platelet aggregation with compounds which are 
taught to inhibit platelet aggregation.
